City crime 
stats on 
the rise

In recent weeks there have been 
several major criminal acts towards 
SU students. These off-campus inci- 
dents have included armed robbery, 
theft and assault. Statistically, how- 
ever, these incidents are becoming 
more frequent for the city of 
Salisbury. 

Robbery involving students has 
risen steadily since 2002 according 
to the University Police. The year 
2002 saw four robbery incidents, 
2003 had six, and in 2004 there 
were seven. Aggravated Assault has 
also risen since 2002. Five assault 
attacks were recorded in 2002, 2003 
saw nine attacks, and 2004 also saw 
nine attacks. Burglary has been the 
most common form of crime involv- 
2002. 
Twenty-nine instances were record- 
ed in 2002, 42 instances recorded in 
2003 and 38 were recorded in 2004.

risen recently as the Salisbury Police 
Department shows in their annual 
crime statistic maps. The 2005 City 
of Salisbury “Robbery by Beat” map 
shows that the heaviest amount of 
robbery crimes occurred around the 
heart of Salisbury and showed a

from Fruitland to around Columbia 
Road in Salisbury. In this area, the

largest amount of robberies occured 
between Newton Street, Camden 
Avenue, and Hazel Avenue and 
there were a significant number of 
incidences on the east side of Route 
13. 

Even though the 2006 robbery 
beat map looks the same as the 2005 
demographic map, crime areas have 
moved more south towards SU. 
Some areas around Russell Avenue 
and Evergreen Avenue that had no 
robbery reports in 2005 have seen at 
least one report so far in 2006. 
Robbery is heavier around Lloyd 
Street than it was.in 2005 as well as 
areas close to Adams Avenue. The 
area around University Park had one 
robbery event take place in 2005 
and has risen to three already in 
2006. Even though the statistics of 
2006 account for criminal events up 
to April 26.

demographic map shows a similar 
pattern to the robbery beat maps, 
except the areas around “the Zoo” 
neighborhoods and Milford Street 
to Bateman Street have shown a dra- 
matic decrease in assault cases. The 
amount of assault offenses in 2005 
was 322 to date and the amount of 
assault crimes to date in 2006 
accounts for 295 offenses. 

The burglary beat demographic 
maps of 2005 and 2006 have shown 
similar crime trends as robbery and 
assault maps. Areas of burglary are 
heavy near the heart of Salisbury 
(Route 13 and Route 50 cross) and 
especially in the Roger-Washington 
Street area. 

The 2006 burglary beat map 
shows a heavier concentration of 
burglaries north and north-east of 
the SU campus than the 2005 beat

Campus celebrates 
Cinco de Mayo

Tequila flowed like water Friday as 
thousands of Salisbury students and 
community members alike gathered 
to celebrate Cinco de Mayo. 

For many, it was a day to celebrate 
the 1862 victory of a Mexican mili- 
tia over the French Army in Puebla, 
Mexico to stop France from taking 
over the Mexican Empire. 

However, for many more it was 
the end of a tough week and an 
excuse to cut loose and have a good 
time with friends, including Jose 
Cuervo. 

If you asked half the people arriv- 
ing at the gates of Tia's Tex Mex 
restaurant, what Cinco de Mayo 
represented, they probably couldn't 
say. But that didn't stop them from 
celebrating. 

“IT had an incredible time,” said 
SU student Andy Courts. “The 
music was pretty cool, the margari- 
tas were so awesome and there was 
tons of dancing and random people 
to talk to.” 


Blinking buttons proclaiming 
“Kiss me I'm Mexican” decorated 
the shirts of partiers packed into the 
parking lot of the restaurant for a 
4p.m. to la.m. celebration. 

Tents offered everything from live 
music and margaritas to chips and 
salsa and dollar tacos. 

DJ BK entertained the crowd fol- 
lowed. by a live performance by 
“The Original Don Dadas” as 
servers circulated with trays of Jell- 
O shots and beer that were gone 
before you could blink. 

Admission to the event was only 
$5, but most people can. probably 
tell you that they spent much more 
than they should have on say, $3 
margaritas. 

For this reason, dozens of security 
members patrolled the area to keep 
things in line as the party increased 
parallel to most party-goers’ blood 
alcohol levels. Free cab rides home 
were also provided. 

It was packed inside the restaurant 
as well, with diners seeking just a bit 
of Mexican culture on the historic 
day. Fajitas sizzled, glasses clinked

On May 25 seniors at Salisbury 
University will be receiving their 
diplomas at the Wicomico County 
Youth & Civic Center. 

This years graduating senior class 
consists of 1,200 students with the 
most popular majors being psychol- 
ogy and communications; econom- 
ics and anthropology are the least 
common. 

According to a survey taken by 
Career Services on campus about 


half of the students who are just 
graduating are still looking for jobs 
while a quarter are already fully 
employed. 

The survey showed that getting 
jobs right out of college was the 
most popular post-graduation plan. 

“I have a job almost lined up for 
Legg Mason where I-did an intern- 
ship last summer,” said Liz Truant, 
marketing major. 

The rest of the graduates are either 
part-time employees or going to 
graduate school.

Salisbury. 
About 75% of nursing majors and 


70% respiratory therapy majors 
who are graduating are going right 
into a full time career while nearly 
70% of all history majors and early 
childhood education majors are still 
searching for jobs. 

Other students in popular majors 
such as Communication Arts have 
more then half of the graduates still 
searching for jobs. 


The graduation will be held-in two 
parts. The first will be held at 10a.m 
for the Perdue and Seidel Schools 
and the second will be at 2p.m for 
the Fulton and Henson Schools. 

Tickets for graduation are being 
distributed by the Salisbury 
University bookstore. Each graduate 
is going to receive 12 guest tickets.

WERE YOU DENIED? 


lf so, you may be entitled to recover a tuition refund. That is because the Maryland Court of Special 
Appeals has ruled that the University System of Maryland has an unconstitutional policy for deciding whether 
are entitled to in-state tuition. The effect of this decision is that all students who applied for 
in-state tuition from 2000 to present may be entitled to a tuition refund based on the 
difference between what they paid for out-of-state tuition and what they would have paid for in-state tuition. 


lf you attended Salisbury State University during the year 2000 to present and applied for, but were 
denied, in-state tuition, you may be entitled to a substantial tuition refund. Find out more about your rights 
by e-mailing CONTI FENN & LAWRENCE LLC at salisburyclass@lawcfl.com and providing the following 
information: full name, day and evening telephone number(s), current mailing address. name of institution 
attended, and the years applied for and denied in-state tuition.

Saving face online

Students sit, glued to their com- 
puter screens. After hours of search- 
ing, they find the person who sits 
behind them in class and once 
looked at them and add. them as a 
friend. 

So concludes another typical day 
in the life of a Facebook user. 
Facebook has become one of the 
most popular, yet controversial, 
websites among students today. 

It's not just online stalkers to 
worry about now. Students beware: 
police are using this social network- 
ing site as a crime-fighting tool; 
campuses are using it to keep tabs on 
students and employers are using it 
to select potential job applicants. 

Most college students, it seems, are 
on Facebook. The site is popular for 
its racy and revealing photos, as well 
as the playful profiles that connect 
an array of students in the academic 
world. It boasts more than 7 million 
members from universities and high 
schools. It also seems like a stalker's 
shopping list due to the kind of 
detailed information found on it 
and the ease with which people can 
be tracked down, exposing personal 
details such as cell phone numbers, 
addresses, sexual preferences, sched- 
ules and physical appearance. 

But it seems the searching has got- 
ten out of hand. Many students 
around campus expressed their need 
for a Field Day celebration this year. 
One particular student's activity on 
Facebook got most of the attention. 
The attention of SU administrators. 

Sophomore Aaron Steely created 
the group, “Field Day will happen 
on May 6th, be active, have a voice,” 
and was contacted by Byron Hughes 


via concerns of the Vice President of 


Student Affairs office. 

“They said that their reasoning was 
more or less that if the day came and 
something happened, they would 
have to look for someone to blame,” 
Steely says. “Since I had made a pub- 
lic push for an event to occur, they 
said the school would not look kind- 
ly upon me if something were to 
happen, and that I might be held 
responsible.” 

Steely says despite the actions he 
believes were a little unnecessary, it 
was handled well. “Byron Hughes 
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The B est Shirt 


was very kind and very understand- 
ing of my situation, as | was with 
theirs.” 

Facebook users aren't just being 
targeted at SU, but also across the 
nation. And some students haven't 
been so lucky. 

According to Current Magazine 
and MSNBC, George Washington 
University police may have been 
using the website to try to stop par- 
ties. When GW students heard 
rumors of campus police using the 
social network to bust parties, a 
decision was made to get even with 
law enforcement in a unique way. 

The magazine describes their plan 
to fill Facebook with gossip about a 
“massive party” they were throwing. 
When officers arrived at the party 
that night in large force, they were 
surprised to see only a “caker” not a 
“kegger.” They found shot glasses 
filled with cake, ‘beer pong cups 
filled with frosting and students 
loaded up on sugar, not alcohol. 

Before SU students get any ideas, 
know that such a gathering whether 
alcoholic or not, can violate a lease 
agreement or cause other problems. 
However, the witty students of GW, 
with their “cake party” proposed 
whether or not using the site to bust 
crimes equals good police work. 

“It could be an effective tool for 
police to do their job in some 
instances,” says SU senior Jon 
Chwirut. “But I hope that they 
wouldn't rely on it or try arresting 
everyone because of their Facebook 
page.” 

There is also a controversy sur- 
rounding the website since employ- 
ers could be using it as a means to 
weed out potential job candidates. 
While some may feel this is unfair 
judgment on the part of employers, 
most realize that one must know 
what they are getting into. 

“I think that with anything on the 
Internet, you have to know that peo- 
ple are going be able to find it,” 
explains SU junior Whitney Adams. 
She shrugs and says, “It's kind of like 
you must use it at your own risk.” 

“When someone submits a job 
application, they normally give 
employers permission for a back- 
ground check,” Chwirut says. “If 
you don't want anyone to see or 
know about something, then don't 


post it.” 
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According to Wikipedia.org and 
Rolling Stone, some universities are 
disciplining students for underage 
drinking and drug use, mainly due 
to incriminating pictures and cap- 
tions on the website. There have also 
been reports about Christian col- 
leges expelling students because of 
listed sexual preference proving stu- 
dents cannot be careful enough. 

Some advice for SU Facebook 
users worried about who is looking 
at their profiles would be to change 
their privacy and security settings in 
order to restrict outsiders from hav- 
ing access to them. 

While some police forces, the uni- 
versity and employers claim that 
they have better things to do than 
surf student profiles, it's happening. 

“Every person should know that 
anything they put on sites like 
Facebook; Myspace, Xanga or 
Livejournal is public property as 
soon as it is posted and anyone can 
access it,” warns Steely. “It should 
not be taken advantage of, which | 
believe happened in my case.” 

While he does believe it was fair 
for the university to address their 
concerns to him, Steely does not 
want to be a scapegoat. “My right to 
petition and free speech is constitu- 
tionally backed,” he says. 

So what's next for Facebook? 
Perhaps it's only a matter of time 
before campuses start using the web- 
site to research prospective students. 
Imagine a decade or so from now, 
when Facebook could play a role in 
exposing skeletons in a presidential 
or congressional candidate's closet. 

Will pictures on the site be used 
for busting people for underage 
drinking and drug possession at SU? 
Are parents using it to check up on 
their kids? Can we really live with- 
out the great and all-knowing oracle 
of college life? 

Maybe we all just need to get over 
our addiction and stop being 
“Facebook whores.” 

Perhaps. students should think 
twice about posting pictures of 
themselves half-naked, getting body 
shots at places like Brew River or 
joining the Facebook group “Barrels 
from the Monkey Barrel convenient- 
ly erase my memory.” You never 
know who could be checking up on 


you.

Vliet (second in the 400 meter hur- 
dles with a personal best time of 
55.75), freshman Adam Tedford 
(third in the pole vault with a 
height of 12 feet) and senior Scott 
Koehler (first in the 10,000 meter 
run with 33:22.68, second in the 
5,000 meter run with 16:05.91 
and third in the 1,500 meter run 
with 4:07.87).

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Athletics ahead but facilities NASCAR 
behind competitors

Salisbury's athletic department 
has experienced a lot of success 
over the past few years, winning a 
total of seven national champi- 
onships since 2003. While the ath- 
letic teams have reached that high 
level, the facilities they play in are 
also trying to join them. 

In recent years, the add-ons to 
the facilities have substantially 
improved playing conditions. 
Some of the changes include resur- 
facing the tennis courts in 2002 
and resurfacing the track in 2003. 
In 2004, a Maplewood floor and 
improved lighting were added to 
the basketball court; and the base- 
ball infield's artificial turf was 
redone in 2004. 

Other small additions have 
included new scoreboards and 
improved bleachers in some of the 
fields. 

"I think compared to our com- 
petitors we're average. Some areas 
we're ahead while some areas we're 
behind,” said Athletic Director 
Michael Vienna. 

Salisbury is ahead of most 
Division III programs in facilities 
like the tennis courts, basketball 
court and track. However, the 
facilities are behind in several key 
aspects such as adding lights for 
outdoor fields. As a result of hav- 
ing no lights, Salisbury can't 
schedule any night games and are 
forced with all afternoon ones. 

"I would love to have a Friday 
night or any night game just like 
in high school," said freshman 
football player Justin Acker. 

Another major thing that is 
struggling is a major all-purpose 
sports building. Maggs Gym was 
created in 1977 for that purpose 
but was meant to meet the needs 
of half the current student popula- 
tion. 

"Maggs Physical Activity 
Center is dismally behind," said 
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Chris Baum/The Flyer

Vienna. 

As of right now, there is limited 
space in Maggs Gym which is 
causing problems. Students want 
to exercise or play basketball, but 
the athletic teams need the indoor 
facilities for practice and condi- 
tioning. 

"Since we're one of the best 
Division III programs in the coun- 
try, our facilities could be a lot bet- 
ter," said Acker. 

With Salisbury's athletics facil- 
ities falling behind in some 
aspects, it is causing potentially 
bigger problems. Recruiting is 
starting to slightly hurt in the ath- 
letic department. Athletes are 
turning down Salisbury because 
they are attracted to what other 
schools have that Salisbury doesn't 
or are just used to what they had in 
high school. 

This is affecting every team in 
the athletic department, even the 
field hockey team, which has won 


three consecutive national titles. 

"All the nationally competitive 
teams play on turf and we don't," 
said field hockey coach Dawn 
Chamberlin. "There are many 
high schools that play on turf and 
there [are] many elite high school 
players that want to play on turf 
and that's hurting us in recruit- 
ing.” 

Adding artificial turf to both Sea 
Gull Stadium and the field hockey 
field, has been the most recent 
talked about project for the athlet- 
ic department. Plans have been 
recently made to add turf to Sea 
Gull Stadium this upcoming win- 
ter when football and lacrosse are 
on hiatus. 

The turf is one of many things 
that need to be added or fixed. The 
athletic department is doing each 
of the projects one or two at a time 
because of the other expenditures 
they have.

cost of travel, lodging, and offi- 
cials; and the bulk of our money 
goes to payroll like everyone else," 
said Vienna.

Salisbury University's spring 
sports teams are wrapping up one of 
the most successful regular seasons in 
school history, with five teams cap- 
turing Capital Athletic Conference 
titles and an overall combined win- 
ning percentage of 82 percent. 

Men's lacrosse was dominant once 
again this year, going undefeated and 
extending their winning streak to 66 
games, positioning themselves to 
make another national title run. Nine 
players were named to the all-CAC 
team, led by Dan Boyer, the team's 
highest goal getter netting 59 on the 
year. The Gulls dominated play, out- 
shooting their opponents by 246 
attempts and outscoring their oppo- 
nents by 171. All of this culminated 
in the team's 12th straight CAC reg- 
ular season title. 

The Salisbury softball team was 
equally impressive on their quest 
towards a 10th straight conference 
title, posting a 32-6 mark on the sea- 
son. The Gulls were led by senior all- 
everything Lacey Lister who won 17 
games, and Erin Ruest who batted a 
remarkable .536. Lister and Ruest 
aren't the only standouts on the 
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team, however; in all five Gulls were 
named to the all-CAC team. 


Women's lacrosse team had an 
outstanding season again, winning 
their fourth straight CAC title, and 
losing only one-game all season. After 
losing in the National Title game last 
year there has been one goal for the 
‘06 season: win the championship. 
The Gulls have positioned themselves 
to do just that with the great regular 
season they had. The team was hon- 
ored with seven selections to the all- 
CAC squad, as well as capturing both 
the Coach and Player of the Year. 

The baseball team has experienced 
remarkable success this year, tallying 
35 wins to only six losses. The team 
has outscored their opponents by an 
amazing 248 runs. In the first inning 
alone Salisbury has a 62-7 advantage 
in runs scored.
